A spokeswoman for Scope 
said caring for a disabled child 
could be tough. 

Alea from Bethnal Green, 
who has trained to become a 
volunteer befriender, described 
her shock when her one- 
year-old daughter, Khadijah, 
was diagnosed with a rare 
condition that can cause brain 
damage and sight loss. 

"I was in complete shock. I felt 
numb,” Alea said. 

"It was like I was in a bad 
dream. It was a very difficult 
time for me and my family.” 


Khadijah is now four and 
also has epilepsy. 

Alea said: "It can be very 
challenging looking after 
Khadijah. She has seizures every 
day and we never know when 
she will have them. 

"When Khadijah was diag- 
nosed, it would've meant a lot 
to have a service like Face 2 Face 
because, at the time, I didn't 
know anyone with a sight im- 
pairment and there were times 
when I needed to speak to 
someone who understood.”

EAST London’s expanding arts 
scene is set to get bigger, with the 
announcement of plans to move 
the English National Ballet to a 
new neighbourhood overlooking 
Canary Wharf. 

Property developer Eco World Ballymore 
launched the second phase of its London 
City Island development by announcing its 
partnership with the national institution. 

The ballet company hopes to move to the 
specially designed centre - which includes 
rehearsal spaces where passers-by can 
watch the dancers through floor-to-ceiling 
windows - in autumn 2018. 

The move will also bring the English 
National Ballet School under the same roof 
for the first time. 

The development is a short distance 
from Canning Town and near Trinity Buoy 
Wharf, which is already home to a creative 


and arts cluster. 

Tamara Rojo, 
artistic director 
of English 
National Ballet 
and English 
National Ballet 
School, said she 
wanted to push the 
company to the “forefront 
of excellence and innovation”. 

“I want to create a new space that allows 
us to produce and rehearse amazing 
work, "she said. 

“Not only that, I want a building that will 
be available for other artistic organisations 
to rehearse too, whether they are staging 
opera, musicals or theatre. 

“I want the space to echo to the sound 
of creative Britain.” 

English National Ballet is currently based 
in a 19th century mews in Kensington while 
the ballet school is in Fulham. 


The sec- 
ond phase of 
London City 
Island includes 417 
homes in two blocks and the 
12-acre neighbourhood will include 
restaurants, shops and outdoor space 
for art and performances. 

Tan Sri Liew Kee Sin, chairman of 
Eco World Ballymore, said: “We are 
honoured that English National Bal- 
let - renowned for delighting audi- 
ences with world-class performances 
of classical ballet and inspiring 
them with the new - has chosen to 
call London City Island home.”

Cyclist pushed into canal 


POLICE are appealing for in- 
formation and witnesses 
after a woman was pushed 
off her bike into the Re- 
gent’s Canal in Limehouse. 

Officers said the 33-year-old 
had been cycling north along the 
towpath between Commercial 
Road and Salmon Lane on Thurs- 
day, May 21 at 7.30pm, when she 
noticed a group of five or six 
teenagers walking towards her. 

She slowed down and, as she 
tried to pass, a female member 
of the group lunged forward and 
pushed her into the canal, along 


with her bike. A passing jogger 
rescued her from the water 
before alerting police. 

The group ran away under the 
Commercial Road foot tunnel 
and over the Limehouse marine 
lock footbridge towards Lime- 
house DLR station. 

They were described as Asian, 
both male and female, and 
aged between 16 and 18. The girl 
who pushed the cyclist had 
long dark hair and was wearing 
dark sunglasses.

A VOLUNTEER whose efforts have helped turn around 
the fortunes of Wapping Hockey Club has described 
the satisfaction of giving up his time for no financial 
reward.

Illegal tobacco is 
a risk to health 

SMOKERS are being warned of 
the harm to people's health 
caused by the Illicit trade in 
tobacco products, as part of 
World No Tobacco Day. 

One in every ten cigarettes, 
and many other tobacco prod- 
ucts consumed worldwide, are 
illegal, with criminal groups 
profiting from the trade. 

The council has a dedicated 
team that tracks down illegal 
tobacco and recently found 
one shop containing 1,704 
packets of illicit cigarettes and 
20 pouches of illicit tobacco, 
with a combined estimated 
sales value of £13,000. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of public health at the council, 
said: “Cigarettes that are sold 
illicitly are not properly inspect- 
ed and do not carry appropriate 
health warnings, which play an 
important role in increasing 
awareness of the health risks 
associated with smoking." 

Stop smoking services in 
Tower Hamlets are free and 
effective - more than 1,300 
people quit tobacco over the past 
year with their help.

Keeping kids safe 

CHILDREN'S safety takes centre 
stage this week, highlighting 
how accidents can be prevent- 
ed among parents, carers and 
professionals. 

The annual Child Safety Week, 
from June 1-7, is led by the 
Child Accident Prevention Trust 
to raise further awareness 
and help keep children safe. 
Unintentional injury is a 


leading cause of preventable 
death, serious harm and 
acquired disability for children, 
particularly those aged between 
one and five years old. 

This year's theme is injuries 
around teatime, focusing on 
preventing drowning and bath 
water scalds, road accidents 
caused by heavy traffic while 
rushing home from school and 
nursery, and burns and scalds 
caused by kitchen appliances. 

Earlier this year the council 
introduced a 2omph speed 
limit across much of the 
borough in a bid to make the 
streets safer and deal with an 
increase in traffic volumes, 


cyclists, haulage vehicles and 
pedestrian levels. 

Esther Trenchard-Mabere, 
associate director of public 
health at the council, said: “We 
know how busy parents and 
carers are and this week is a 
reminder of how best to keep 
children safe. There are simple 
things you can do ensure your 
child is protected from harm."

Scheme will help 
women find jobs 

Paid work experience offered in health and social care

A NEW programme to 
help unemployed women 
get back into work has 
been launched by the 
council. 

The first placements begin 
in September offering paid 
work experience and training 
within the health and social care 
sectors. 

Unemployment among 
women in the borough is 
significantly higher than that of 
men and they may also face 
difficulties when returning to 
work if they have been out of 
the jobs market for several 
years. 

When they want to go back, 
they often find that the skills 
employers need have changed. 

To help tackle this, the coun- 
cil's Skillsmatch service has 
developed a programme that 
will see 100 women benefit 


from paid work experience 
placements - a mix of full- and 
part-time positions. 

Training received in these 
placements will be accredited 
toward NVO levels 2 and 3, and 
is designed to help women get 
a footing in the health and 
social care sectors. 

The council has already begun 
working with health organisa- 
tions about the placements to 
ensure participants reap the 
benefits of on-the-job skills, 
support and supervision. 

The mixture of full- and part- 
time roles helps open up 
opportunities to women who 
have childcare or other caring 
responsibilities - one of the 
most common barriers for 
women returning to work. 

Placements will be in sectors 
such as general health and 
social care; health visiting and 
midwifery; children's social 
care; nursing; child health, 


maternity and midwifery; and 
healthcare administration. 

Everyone who applies for the 
programme will be offered sup- 
port to enable them to focus on 
the next steps in looking for 
training or employment. 

Aman Dalvi, the council's 
director of development and 
renewal, said: "Women in 
Tower Hamlets are more likely 
to be unemployed than 
men - and we're committed to 
tackling this. 

"We designed this pro- 
gramme to break down some of 
the barriers blocking women 
from gaining employment. 

"We're delighted that we've 
been able to secure these health 
care opportunities with some 
of the biggest employers in the 
borough." 

Recruitment for the pro- 
gramme is already underway - 
to find out more or to apply, call 
Skillsmatch on 7364 0626.

Imani Turner, 25, from Bethnal Green, explains the benefits of being a 
childminder, and how they can offer children a wonderful start in life. 


Looking after kids offers 
a very rewarding future 



MY husband and I are 
registered childminders. 
It’s a rewarding profession 
to be in, especially when 
your own children are 
young. 

I want to be at home with my 
son as he grows up, so being a 
childminder means I can still 
run my own business. 

There are a lot of legal require- 
ments, but the council helps us 
keep up to date. 

The training in the borough 
is very good and I know I can rely 
on them for advice. 

We have to attend quite a lot 
of training - first aid, safe- 
guarding, health and safety, 
food hygiene - things that are 
very important. 

People don't think of child- 
minding as a profession but 
looking after other people's chil- 
dren, and seeing them learn and 
develop, is a big responsibility. 

We follow the Early Years 
Foundation Stage, just as they 
do in nurseries and schools. 

Like other Early Years ser- 
vices, we get inspected by Of- 
sted. This means we have to 
provide lots of paperwork - 
insurance, policies, risk assess- 
ments, formative assessments 
and lots more. The paperwork 
is the only downside! 

As a childminder, you have to 
make sure your home is 
welcoming and that you have 
the right resources. 

It doesn't have to be expen- 
sive, although you have to be 
prepared to invest in a certain 
amount of equipment. 

I became a registered child- 
minder in July 2012 and was 
looking after my first child in 
August that year. 

Parents can find me via the 
council website. 

There are some great reviews 
from parents about what they 


Imani with her son, Roman 

like about me and my approach. 

I would only give my own 
child healthy, home-cooked food 
and that's what the children I 
look after also get. I let the chil- 
dren have either milk or water, 
not juice because sugar is bad 
for their teeth. 

We enjoy going out and about 
to Victoria Park, the Idea Stores 
for their storytime sessions, the 
Museum of Childhood and the 
drop-in sessions at the 
Collingwood Children's Centre. 

Childminding also means I 
can gain a degree. At the 
moment I am studying for one 
in graphic design. I plan to 


become a freelance designer, but 
I love being a childminder so 
much I think it'll be a patchwork 
career, with some designing 
and some minding. 

Parents often tell me they 
want their child to socialise 
with other children, but they 
prefer a home setting - nurseries 
can be big and rather frighten- 
ing when you are young. 

A childminder can offer a 
more home-like environment 
while supporting children to be 
ready for school. 

The bond between a child- 
minder and the children they 
look after can be very strong and 


personal. This differs from a 
nursery where there are far 
more children. 

I keep a learning journal for 
each child and the parents get 
to keep it over the weekend. 

I also keep a daily diary that 
the parents take home each day. 
It has information about food, 
naps, trips and all the little 
things that happen.

Bacon’s 
taste for 
rough 
diamonds

IT’S a fabulous story. The millionaire 
artist returns to his studio to find 
a cat burglar forcing an entrance 
through a skylight. 

Rather than calling the police, the grand 
old man of Irish painting sits the young 
Cockney miscreant down, pours him a glass 
of decent red. The thief becomes the artist's 
lover and muse, inspiring many millions 
of pounds-worth of canvases. 

Fabulous, and utter fiction, for Francis 
Bacon's skill with a bmsh was only matched 
by his facility with an anecdote... and 
never mind if it was a confection. 

The Irish artist's first brush with George 
Dyer was, in truth, in a Soho bar, but it 
was a significant centrepiece in a triptych 
of encounters with East Enders from the 
rougher side of the tracks. For a man who 
was venerated everywhere he went, his 
genius constantly proclaimed, they made 
a refreshing change. 

The first encounter was with the Kray 
twins. When Mr Justice Melford Stevenson 
sent Ronnie and Reggie Kray to prison in 
1969, he famously opined that "society has 
earned a rest from your activities." 

But at the height of the Swinging Sixties, 
London society loved flirting with the 
dark side. In the clubs of the West End, pop 
stars, painters, lords, ladies and career 
criminals mingled freely, though it was in 
Tangiers, Morocco, that Bacon bumped into 
the twins. 

His appraisal was typically double- 
edged: "They were dreadful, of course, just 
killing people off and so on, but at least they 
were really different from everybody else 
- they were prepared to risk everything." 

And when George Dyer entered the 
artist's life in 1964, seated at a Soho bar rather 
than emerging through a skylight, there was 
a taste of the same excitement. 

Bacon confirmed the true story in a less 
mischievous moment, saying: "George 
was down the end of the bar and he came 
over and said 'You all seem to be having a 
good time, can I buy you a drink?'."

Dyer was 30 years old and had spent more 
years in prison than out. An East Ender who 
wore the immaculate Kray uniform of 
muscular form encased in black suit and tie, 
this tough exterior concealed a vulnerable 
man. Gay and from a chaotic, criminal East 
End family, he was looking for a home - and 
found it for a while with Bacon. 

For Bacon, already in his mid-sos, the 
attraction wasn't merely physical. Fie 
delighted in George's debunking, often 
unconscious, of the art world. Dyer would 
match him drink for drink, while express- 
ing loud astonishment that Bacon's works 
could sell at all, let alone for millions. 

tie also provided a muse for Bacon. 
Much of his work from the 1960s consist- 
ed of studies of Dyer. The impecunious 
Cockney burglar was worth millions to the 
artist, and was rewarded handsomely. He 
became a kept man and, from initially mock- 
ing the work, began proudly pointing out 
which paintings were inspired by him. 

It was a relationship fatally unbalanced. 
The artist, while being a heroic drinker, also 
possessed a steely discipline. No matter how 
much booze he had consumed, he would 
rise early to paint. George, meanwhile, with 
no purpose but to be Bacon's foil, sank deep 
into alcoholism. 

Bacon tried to sideline him, offering 
generous financial settlements. George 
became desperate. He called the police, 
ineptly trying to frame Francis for drug 
possession. And he attempted suicide on 
several occasions. 

Eventually he succeeded. Insisting on an 
invitation to Bacon's retrospective at the 
Grand Palais in Paris in 1971, George found 
himself snubbed by the painter, who was 
consumed by arrangements for the show 
and interviews with the press. Two days 
before the opening, Dyer was found dead 
in his hotel bathroom, from an overdose of 
sleeping pills. Bacon went on with the show. 

For Bacon the work always came first, but 
the guilt went deep. "If I'd have stayed with 
him rather than going to see about the 
exhibition, he would be here now," said 
Bacon years later. "But I didn't and he's dead.” 



Hard to be a footnote in somebody else's 
life, but this "compact and chunky force of 
nature" found a place in history he never 
found while he lived. The Portrait of George 
Dyer Talking sold last year for £42 million. 

The third part of Bacon's Cockney 
triptych arrived in Francis' life three years 
after George's death. John Edwards was one 
of six children of an East End docker, and 
in 1974 was working as a barman in Strat- 
ford's Swan pub. Muriel Belcher, owner of 
famous artists' haunt the Colony Room in 
Soho, was a regular at The Swan and told 
John that she was bringing a 'famous 
painter' pal to the pub, and asked him to 
lay in champagne. They never showed, and 
the pub was left with an expensive case of 
fizz (not a popular tipple with the regulars). 

Weeks later, Edwards was himself a 
guest at the Colony Room, where he blunt- 
ly chastised the painter for not turning up. 
Bacon loved the lack of fawning and invited 
John to Wheeler's restaurant. The 25-year- 
old Cockney, dyslexic and unable to read, 
scanned the menu and ordered caviar. 
Weeks later, visiting Bacon's studio, Edwards 
was amazed to see a portrait of himself. 

They quickly became inseparable, 
breakfasting together at Francis' South 
Kensington studio, where the painter 
would fry an egg - Francis eating the white, 
John the yolk. Forever more, Edwards 
would call his friend 'Eggs'. But if firmly 
yoked together, it was a very different 


relationship from that of Bacon and Dyer. 

Edwards was a gay Cockney, and much 
more sensitive than his tough exterior 
would suggest, but he was also streetwise 
and robust. He made it his job to protect 
Francis from hangers-on. (Entering a bar, 
Francis would often produce £50 notes and 
demand drinks for everyone.) 

When the two went gambling togeth- 
er, John would always ensure a handful of 
Francis' casino chips were hidden in his 
pocket, to ensure the artist didn't spend too 
much. And such was the trust that, in 1988, 
Edwards was deputed to represent 
Francis at an exhibition in Moscow. The 
Cockney barman had become a curious mix 
of muse, friend and agent. 

Perhaps crucially, he hadn't become a 
lover. They insisted they were just pals, and 
John had his own long-term partner. 

By 1992, when Bacon died, Edwards was 
living in a Suffolk farmhouse bought for him 
by his friend. He was devastated by the 
death but, inheriting the artist's entire 
£11 million estate (he was the subject of at 
least 20 of the paintings), set about organ- 
ising things with his customary vigour. 

The contents of the South Ken studio were 
given to Dublin's Hugh Lane Municipal 
Gallery of Modern Art, and he established 
a charitable foundation to promote the 
study of Bacon's work. 

John Edwards died of cancer in 2003, at 
the age of just 53.

Barts Heart Centre will save thousands of lives saj 


A new chapter 
in cardio care

THE new Barts Heart Centre is up and 
running, with world-class facilities 
which staff say will help save thou- 
sands of east Londoners’ lives. 

The London Chest Hospital in Bethnal 
Green closed in April, with services and some 
staff being transferred over. Barts now 
offers 250 beds for specialist cardio care and 
an intensive care unit where there are 
eight nurses for every patient. 

Charles Knight, the senior surgeon and 
clinical director who oversaw the transition, 
said: "I loved the chest hospital dearly, but this 
has been a five-year journey to combine ser- 
vices and provide much more in-depth care. 

“There are specialists in every area on call 
24/7. 1 am very excited for patients. 

“This is the most significant thing that has 
happened in my 35-year career." 

Barts is now the UK's largest heart 
centre, and facilities include ten theatres, and 
ten catheter labs, where experts can analyse 
arteries. Staff expect to perform more heart 
surgery than at any other centre in Europe. 

One of the first to have a heart bypass at 
the new site was Barbara Boswell. 

“It's sumptuous, isn't it?" said Barbara, 82. 

“I loved the nurses at the chest hospital, 
but they are excellent here too. And it's so 
modern and pristine. I like that there are sup- 
port railings everywhere, so I always feel safe." 

Mr Knight added: “It was sad to say 
goodbye to the chest hospital, but one big 
site can offer much better care than two 
medium sites." 

More than 80,000 patients are expected 
to pass through over the centre's first year,

On the frontline against disease 
and the scourge of Nazi bombers 


THE London Chest Hospital was 
opened in the mid-i8oos at a 
time when tuberculosis was rife in 
the East End and was responsible 
for about a fifth of all deaths. 

A group of City merchants and bankers 
held a meeting in 1848 to discuss setting 
up a hospital. 

By the following year, the organising 
committee had taken the lease on a site 
on Bonner's Field, in Bethnal Green, next 
to the newly laid-out Victoria Park. 

This enabled patients to benefit from 
'open air' treatment and they were 
encouraged outside into the park-side 
grounds. 

During the First World War, soldiers 
suffering from the effects of chlorine 


and mustard gas, used as weapons in the 
trenches of the fields of Flanders, were 
brought home to be treated at the 
London Chest Hospital. 

Others had developed tuberculosis, 
pneumonia or bronchitis in the terrible 
conditions on the frontline but all 
mostly benefited from the 'treatment' of 
fresh air and rest. 

In the Second World War, the hospital 
did its bit once more, with half the beds 
given to victims of air raids. 

It also suffered its own casualties - 
during the Blitz, in 1941, the Luftwaffe 
destroyed the hospital chapel and the 
nurses' home. 

When the NHS was formed in 1949, the 
London Chest joined forces with the 


Brompton in west London, formerly the 
Hospital for Consumption and Diseases 
of the Chest. 

Antibiotics started to be used to treat 
TB effectively, enabling the Bethnal Green 
hospital to develop other specialist units 
for cystic fibrosis and heart attack patients. 

In recent years it famously treated 
Bolton Wanderers footballer Fabrice 
Muamba after he collapsed on the pitch 
at White Hart Lane in 2012. 

David Beckham's father, Ted, was also 
cared for at the hospital, in 2007. 

The London Chest eventually became 
part of Barts Health NHS Trust, alongside 
Barts and the Royal London, and its future 
now lies at the heart of what is the 
largest health trust in the country

New law on 
letting fees 

Agents must publish all charges 


BY STEFAN SWIFT 


TENANTS will no longer be 
hit by surprise charges 
under new legislation re- 
quiring all letting agents 
to publish their fees. 

The council is asking agents 
to make sure all fees, charges or 
penalties for landlords or tenants 
for letting and property man- 
agement works are publicised. 

They need to provide a com- 
prehensive list of everything 
that a landlord or a tenant 
would be asked to pay before, 
during or after a tenancy 

The legislation states that a 
list of fees must be clearly on 
view at the agent's premises, 


anywhere that the agent deals 
face-to-face with customers or 
on a website if they have one. 

Ill-defined terms such as 'ad- 
ministration cost' must not be 
used and the list of fees must be 
comprehensive. There should be 
no surcharges or hidden fees 
and all costs must include tax. 

Where a fee cannot be rea- 
sonably determined in advance, 
the list should describe how a 
cost is finally calculated. 

The council's trading stan- 
dards team is planning to vis- 
it all agencies over the next 12 
months to check compliance.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit 
charges and information, visit

Kites from Kabul

IN Afghanistan’s historic city of Kabul, 
the spring sunshine brings kite flyers 
out in their hundreds, and brightly 
coloured kites can be seen dotting the 
skyline. Kites from Kabul will bring this 
spectacle to London, with a display 
made by children in Murad Khani, the 
old city district of Kabul. 

The display has been developed with the 
British charity Turquoise Mountain, one of the 
Prince s Charities, which works in Afghanistan. 
It opens at the V&A Museum of Childhood 
in Bethnal Green on Saturday, July 4, and runs 
until January 2016. 

The entrance lobby at the museum will be 



transformed with a colourful display of paper 
kites in flight. The rich heritage of kite flying 
will be brought to life by photographs taken by 
Australian photojoumalist Andrew Ouilty in 2014 
and 2015, at sites around Kabul and Bamiyan. 

There will also be a video by film maker and 
writer Lalage Snow, giving a glimpse into the 
lives of children living in the old city. 

Turquoise Mountain has been working in 
Afghanistan since 2006 to revive historic areas 
and traditional crafts, and has restored more than 
100 historic and community buildings in the 
Murad Khani district. 

It has also set up the Turquoise Mountain 
Institute for Afghan Arts and Architecture, which 
trains hundreds of young Afghans in tradition- 
al arts and crafts. 

The kites in this display are the result of a 
collaboration between the children of Murad 
Khani and students from the institute. 

"Turquoise Mountain is delighted to be part- 
nering with the V&A Museum of Childhood on 
this exhibition. Kite-flying is such an evocative 
symbol of childhood and freedom, and 
something that children and adults can relate 
to wherever they are in the world. 

"We hope this exhibition will make its own 
small contribution to fostering a deeper under- 
standing of Afghanistan, its people and culture, 
in the UK,” said Dr Tommy Wide, managing 
director of Turquoise Mountain.

Smiths of Smithfield offers exemplary service

IT’S a sunny Sunday after- 
noon and I am doing a bit 
of bonding with my kid 
brother who, being the 
king of voucher deals, 
competitions etcetera had 
availed himself of a 
special offer for Smiths 
of Smithfield. 

The offer gave us south Devon 
cote de boeuf and unlimited 
chips. 

Normally sold by weight, on 
the day concerned we were 
given a kilo of meat cooked the 
way we like it - medium-rare, 
as suggested by our waiter. 
(Any less and the fat doesn't 
render down enough to be ed- 
ible, according to our waiter.) 

In the meantime my broth- 
er ordered the scallop starter and 
a Bloody Mary, a speciality we 
were informed, while I chose an 
alcohol-free cocktail. 

The restaurant is the sibling 
to the meat lovers' destination 
Smiths of Smithfields. 

Both are on four floors with 
a basement bar, ground floor 
cafe restaurant area, a more 
formal dining room on the first 
floor and a top floor private 
dining area. 

Clearly they are very happy 


with the format and have 
replicated it in Spitalfields. 

On the afternoon we were 
there it wasn't bursting at the 
seams, but that was to our 
benefit as the service was 
exemplary. 

Our cocktails arrived and in 
my case was nice and, in my 
brother's case, excellent. Mine 
tasted fine without being excep- 
tional but the Bloody Mary was 
special. 

The main course arrived with- 
out fanfare, but it was so good 
that a fanfare should be made 
obligatory. 

The cote de boeuf was served 
as a centrepiece with rocket 


and bernaise sauce and chips. 

We also ordered a serving of 
polenta chips as we'd never 
had them before. 

The meat was nothing short 
of perfection. Our very helpful 
waiter talked us through the 
cooking processes that were 
applied to our meat but they are 
too long and tortuous to include 
here. 

Suffice it to say that they were 
ultimately too complicated to 
replicate at home and made the 
trip to this particular restaurant 
worth every penny. 

The end result was a joint that 
was tender, succulent and al- 
most melted in your mouth. 


Even the burnt tips were tender. 

It was clear that great care and 
attention had been taken not 
only in the sourcing of the 
produce (the provenance of all 
of the meat was front and cen- 
tre on the menu) but also in its 
preparation. 

The chips, both polenta and 
ordinary, were a delight and the 
perfect foil for the meat that was 
clearly the star of the show. 

My brother also added a large 
glass of Merlot which he said 
helped wash the grand repast 
down admirably.

A tasty treat - 
and cheap too 


THIS week’s recipe comes 
from the Love Food Hate 
Waste website. 

These tasty, cheap burgers are 
a good way to use up bread- 
crumbs and work equally well 
with some cooked vegetables or 
salad, or in a burger bun with 
all the trimmings. 

All kinds of beans will work 
in this dish and the mixture can 
also be used to make sausages. 

The burgers can be fried or 
baked - for baking put them on 
to a baking tray and cook for 15- 
20 minutes at 200°C/400°F. 

Add fresh or dried herbs of 
your choice, or experiment with 



spices such as ground cumin 
and coriander. 


The breaded burgers can be 
frozen - freeze them in a single 
layer on a tray and then pack 
them into a box to store. 

The burgers are best baked 
from frozen as frying may not 
heat them through and de- 
frosting before frying can make 
them soft and liable to break up 
in the pan. 


Spicy carrot burgers - serves 8 


Ingredients 

4 medium carrots (250g/9oz), 
peeled and grated 
2 x 400g/i40z tins of beans 
1 large onion peeled and grated 

Method 

1. Fry the onions and carrots in 
a little oil until soft. 

2. Drain, rinse and mash the 
beans. Put them into a mixing 
bowl and mix together with the 
carrot, onion, spices and one of 
the eggs. 

3. Put the breadcrumbs on to a 


2 eggs 

1 tsp curry powder, garam 
masala or chilli powder 
i50g/5 fl oz fresh breadcrumbs 

2 tbsp vegetable oil 


plate. Break the remaining egg 
into a bowl and whisk it to break 
it up. 

4. Shape the burger mixture into 
eight patties. Dip each into the 
egg and then cover with bread- 
crumbs. Fry gently in the re- 
maining oil until crisp and 
golden on both sides.

I Why two votes for one Mayor? 

The law states the voting process for the Mayoral elections must be done this way. It allows you 
to say who would be your second choice for Mayor if your first choice is not in the top two after 
the first round of counting, and if there is not an outright majority winner at that stage. 

2 How do I mark my vote? 

Put a single X in each of the columns indicated. You have two votes - one for your first choice and 
one for your second choice of candidate. 

3 What happens if I don't make a second choice vote? 

Your first choice will still be counted. 

What happens if I only make an X in the second choice column? 

Your vote will not be counted. 


5 What if I mark an X in the first choice column for more than one 
candidate? 

Your vote will not be counted. If you wish to vote for two candidates then you must mark an X in 
column 1 for your first choice candidate and an X in column 2 for your second choice candidate. 


When will the polling stations be open? 

Polling stations will be open from 7am-10pm. The location of your polling station is printed on 
your poll card. 

I have lost my poll card, can I get another one? 

If you are on the register, you don't need a poll card to vote. You can attend the polling station 
and staff there will help you. The poll card is just to inform you that there is an election and 
explain where your polling station is located. 

When will the votes be counted? 

The votes will be counted after the close of poll on Thursday 1 1 June 201 5. The Returning Officer 
will declare who has been elected as Mayor of Tower Hamlets and who has been elected as 
Councillor for Stepney Green Ward. The results will be published on the council's website.

It is important that you do not let anyone else take your vote or 
pressurise you to vote in a particular way.

Returning Officer's plans to prevent fraud 

The June election in Tower Hamlets will have some of the most robust processes 
to prevent fraud. 

A local protocol to ensure a free and fair election and help to establish trust in the 
electoral system has been drawn up by the main agencies involved in running 
the election. 


The protocol makes it clear that the Metropolitan Police and Tower Hamlets 
Council take electoral fraud extremely seriously and will investigate all allegations 
of irregularities robustly, promptly and fully.
